Rain which fell over 
many districts in Alberta on Tues- 
day and Wednesday will improve’ 
conditions in some areas. Rain has 
also fallen in parts of southern and 
west central Saskatchewan. In Que- 
bec province, where there hag been 
a continuation of highly satisfactory 
growing weather, all crops are pro- 
gressing favourably and pastures aré 
in good condition. Some districts are 
in need of rain but generally mois- 
ture, conditions are favourable. Ideal 
growing conditions prevail for the 


most part in Ontario, where crops 
generally are very satisfactory ex- 
cept in northern sections where the 
weather continues dry and hot and 
in southwestern countries where 
rainfall has been excessive, In the 
Maritime Provinces much-needed 
warm and dry weather has prevailed 
in most sections during the past 
week, and all crops have greatly 
benefited. At a few points, however, 
wet conditions have continued. in 
British Columbia, where the weather 
continues warm and dry, with moix- 
ture conditions satisfactory, there is 
a heavy crop of hay and indications 
point to good average crops of 
grain and roots, with a favourable 
outlook for most fruits. 

In Alberta crops generally deteri- 


orated badly during the recent heat 
~ |wave and eensideraple wheat is now 


feed crops are generally poor and 
backward, but in some areas were 
‘|improved. by .recent rains. The irri- 
gated beet crop continues to make 
favourable progress. Pastures and 
hay crops generally are poor. In 
Saskatchewan, continued drought 
has caused further widespread crop 
deterioration and it is indicated that 
yields will be the lowest ever ex- 


perienced. The feed situation is acute, 


and abundant rains are needed im- 
médiately. In the extreme northern 
and northeastern areas, where con- 
ditions are more favourable, some 
beneficial rains have fallen. In Mani- 
toba conditions generally . continue 
favorable, with crops making normal 
progress. Good rains have fallen in 
the southern areas. In the west cen- 
tral section drought has ‘caused fur- 
ther deterioration and rain is urg- 
ently needed. Stem rust is in. evi- 
dence in widely scattered districts, 
but is not serious at present.

OTTAWA.—More money was lent 
home-owners under the home im- 
provement plan between June 1 and 
15 than in any other two weeks 
since the plan went into operation 
last November, Finance Minister 
Charles Dunning announced today. 

New loans numbered 2,236 and 
amounted to $879,319. The aggregate, 
since November is 16,205 loans for

SPRAY THOSE FLIES 


We used to say, swat that fly, This is all very well when screens 
are close fitting and not too many children are running in and out 
‘through the door. But in many busy homes sniping with a flay swatter 
fly by fly,’one at a time is too slow a process for adequate defense 
against the July hordes of our enemy. We néed machine gun methods. 
:, When the flies have assembled in mass formation, close the doors, 
close the windows and fill the air with a fine spray from your spray gun. 
There will be two or three minutes of frantic but futile buzzing and 


after that. you may sweep up the 
them. ss 


corpses into a dustpan and cremate 


When the invadinglatoons come by twos or threes, aim the spray 
directly at theni. Two or three rounds of spray fired at a range of one 
to three feet will inflict mortal injury if the spray is strong enough. 


A strong enough spray can be made economically by soakin 


one. 


pound of pyrethrum (insect powder) in one gallon of kerosene (coal oil). 
The insect powder should cost 45 cents wholesale or 75 cents retail per 
pound. The coal oil should cost about 15 cents per gallon. 

Some of the powder will not dissolve. But if you shake up the mix- 
ture occasionally the poison will all have gone into solution in the kero- 
sene after a few days. This poison is called pyrethron. It is harmless 
to men and to all warm blooded animals but will kill worms, insects, 


frogs and all cold blooded animals. 
owder must be kept dry until dissolved in the kerosene. 


Pyrethrum 


Pyrethron is decomposed by water. 


Remember. that kerosene is inflammable and makes an explosive 
mixture with air. Do not spray near to an open flame.

Cover evenly with cher- 
ties and sprinkle with brown sugar 
and cinnamon mixed, Bake twenty 
minutes in a moderate oven (375 
degrees F.). 

If you want to serve the kucken 
cold melt a glass of currant jelly 
and pour the jelly over the cake as 
you remove it from the oven. When

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the ‘jelly has become firm cut in 
squares and serve. 

Sunshine cherry preserve are de- 
licious with hot rolls or drained 
from their syrup will often take 
the place of candied cherries in des- 
serts and cakes. To make them 
weigh fruit after stoning. For four 
pounds of cherries use three pounds 
of granulated sugar, sprinkling the 
sugar through the fruit. Let stand 
an hour or longer until the sugar is 
melted and then put over the fire 
and bring to the boiling point. Let 
boil up and skim. Pour_out on plat- 
ters and let stand in a sunny win- 
dow until the syrup is thick. It will 
take about twelve hours of hot 
steady sun to cook the fruit. 

Drop a leaf or two of rose gera- 
nium in some of the jelly glasses 
when you make apple jelly. The 
flavor is delicious.

Mr. Roosevelt is a master of ‘con- 
ciliation, and when he asked every 
Democratic Senator and Representa- 
tive to come to the three-day outin,; 
at the Jefferson: Island Clun, it' was 
a foregone conclusion that many of 
those who went would come back 
with less resistance to White House 
policies than when they went. 

Not evéryone invited accepted. 
Many members of both Houses do 
not want to be reconciled, and these 
discovered previous engagements 
which prevented them from going 
to Jefferson Island. 

President’s Persuasive Charm 

‘Even those who totally disagree 
with the President on: major issues 
have always found it difficult to 
stand out against Mr. Roosevelt's 
personal, persuasive charm. It is not 
stretching facts to say that no occu- 
pant of the White Holise in half a 
century at least; has enjoyed such 
enormous personal popularity, as 


distinguished from political popufar 
ity, as -does Franklin D, Roosevelt. 


The fact that great masses of the 
people feel a personal affection for 
him, even though they have never 
seen him except in the movies, or 
heard him speak over the radio, 
gives him a tremendou# advantage 
in dealing with recalcitrant legisla- 
tors, who are acutely conscious that, 
however sharply they may disagree 
with. the President’s policies, their 
constituents back home love him. 

Not for many years has there 
been a President whom so many 
jevery day citizens wanted to see in 
person and shake hands with, if pos- 
sible. According to figures compiled 
by the official usher of the White 
House, President and Mrs. Roosevelt 
shook hands with 16,650 persons at 
the White House last year. 

In addition, however, to the ones 
who had the opportunity of shaking 
the President’s hand, there were 
more than 650,000 sightseera wio 
got a look at the inside of the White 
House during the year. About a 
third of them called on their Con- 
jgressmen for cards of introduction, 
which are always freely granted to 
visitors from ‘back home,” but the 
other two-thirds just walked in and 
strolled about the public rooms of 
the Executive Mansion. 

Third-term Talk 

The present White House family, 
therefore, has had less private life 
than any of its predecessors, Besides 
nearly 2000 uninvited guests stroll- 
jing through the White House par- 
lors every day, Mr. and Mrs. Roose- 
velt in one year have served teu or 
other refreshments to 22,353 per- 
sons, dinners or formal luncheons to 
more than 4,000 others, and have 
had 319 persons as overnight guests 
in the White House. 

One result of the growing realiza- 
tion that the personal popularity ot 
Mr. Roosevelt among the rank and 
file of the voters has been in nu way 
diminished is a lively recurrence of 
gossip centering on the possibility of 


term, That suggestion has been put 
forward publicly by more or less 
irresponsible persons, but has met 
with no open approval from the 
White House. On the other hand, 
there have been no expressions of 
disapproval, 

Gome members of the wabinet 
have been putting out “feelers” 
among newspaper men, to get their 
opinion concerning the chance of 
Hisuch a renomination, provided the 
President were receptive. Gossip has 
it that they are generally reporting 
that the chance is slight unless the 
world becomes involved in another 
general war. Nevertheless, the third 
term talk persists. 

At the same time, however, well- 
informed observers point to signs 
indicating in their opinion, that the 
Administration is grooming Gover- 
nor Earle of Pennsylvania as its 1940 
choice, while Postmaster General 
Farley has lately come to the point 
as a receptive candidate.

YOUR BABY THIS SUMMER 
' ¥ t ‘ 
Summertime should be the season 
when the infant citizens of Canada 
can build up the stores of health 
so necessary for normal growth and 
development. Too often the baby 
fails to do well during the’ warm 
weather because of the neglect of a 
few simple rules of summer, com- 
fort. Even as you and I the child re- 
quires less’ clothing and even fairly 
young infants may safely.be reduced 
to a diaper and a cotton dress when. 
it'is hot.'Many parents, in an effort 
to protect the baby against imag- 
ined harmful effects of draughts, 
continue to use flannel binders, wool-! 
len vests and voluminous outer clo- 
thing. The result is a thoroughly 
uncomfortable child who is irritable 
and sleepless and who quickly ac- 
quires an extensive eruption of | 
prickly heat: Frequent tepid baths 
and the liberal application of a dry- 
ing powder also are effective in pro- 
moting comfort. Ail mothers should’ 
take advantage of the opportunity 
to expose the infant to the beneficent 
rays of the sum. A healthy tan is 
easily gained if the unclothed child 
jis permitted to lie in the ‘sunsmne |, 
for periods gradually increasing 
from five minutes per day. Fair- 
skinned individualg are more sus- 
ceptible to sunburn than their dark- 
er brethren hence the period of ex- 
posure should be shorter and more 
Slowly increased. It is quite possible 
|with care to safely build up a tan 
without the discomfort of a burn..

‘We all require more fluids in he 
summer to replace the moisture lost 
|through sweating. The baby should 
be given ample opportunity - to]: 
drink ‘as much cool boiled water as 
|he wants. On extremely hot days we 
lare inclined to eat less than usual. 
|Your baby may exhibit the sume 
tendency. Offer the usual food but 
be not unduly concerned if the to- 
tal amount consumed is rather small. 
He knows better than you do his 
| requirements for comfort and above 
all do not prolong the meal time by 
forcing food on an otherwise normal 
‘infant. The milk supply must be 
particularly safeguarded during the 
summer. The heat causes an amaz- 
ing growth of organisms in milk 
which accounts for its rapid sour- 
ing. Pasteurization destroys many of 
|these germs but for infant feeding it 
jis always wise to boil the milk 8 to 
5 minutes in addition. Having pre 
‘pared the baby’s formula the bottle 
| Should be kept in a refrigerator un- 
| til just before feeding time. Parents 
taking infants to the spammer cot- 
jtage should be particularly careful 
jot the local milk supply which is 
usually’ not pasteurized. Thorough 
boiling and refrigeration’ are most 
| egsential here and the use of canned 
evaporated milk properly diluted is 
a safe substitute for fresh milk.
